INSURE FUNDS 


UP TO $2,500 


On 
Tuesday the 
new 
federal 


banking act, safeguarding against 
loss all deposits up to $2,500, will 
t'O into effect and it is believed that 
all Adams county banks will be In- 
vluded in the membership of the 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corpo- 
ration. 


Most banks in the county have 


received notice of their admission 
to membership in the federal cor- 
poration and before Tuesday all are1 


expected to have their charters. 


14,000 Banks Included 


The banking act of 1933, in which 


the insurance law was incorporat- 
ed, was approved on June 16 as 
the 
banks of the country were 


working their way out of the worst 
phases of deflation. The task of 
getting the machinery into effec- 
tive action by January 1 was re- 
garded as a mammoth one. and by 
not a few as virtually impossible 
of accomplishment. 
Nevertheless, 


the hurdles have been taken, and 
before the close of the year all but 
a negligible percentage of about 
14,000 unrestricted banks will have 
been strengthened, examined and 
found eligible for membership. 


Insurance Fund 


The first phase of the 
move- 


ment, which the directors of the 
corporation 
are 
fully 
convinced 


will spell an end to eras of wide- 
spread bank failures, calls for the 
setting up on a 
temporary fund, 


which commences -on January 
1. 


to insure all deposits in eligible 
banks up to a maximum of $2,500 
until July 1, 1934. On the latter 
date the permanent plan becomes 
effective and guarantees in full de- 
posits up to $10.000; 75 per cent of 
deposits from 
$10.000 to 
$50,000. 


and 50: per 
cent of deposits over 


550,000. 


All national and state banks in 


the Federal Reserve system which 
are solvent must -become members 
of the fund, and state charter non- 
member banks upon filling certain 
conditions may have membership 
until July 1, 1936. But to retain 
the insurance privilege after 
the 


latter date, all non-member 
banks 


must affiliate with the Federal Re- 
serve system. 


Levy Assessments 


Funds to meet losses of deposi- 


tors, should any of the banks un- 
der the insurance system fail, are 
to be obtained by assesmenls on 
the other banks, Imited to a small 
percentage of their deposits In the 
case of the temporary fund, but 
unlimited when ihe permanent or- 
ganization is set up. 


The major risk confronted by the 


Federal Deposit Insurance corpo- 
ration was that of determining 
how many state banks not mem- 
bers of the Federal Reserve system 
^ere solvent and therefore eligibk: 
for membership in the temporary 
fund.. The final figures of the ex-

Authori- 
ties said both the student and the 
men arrested with him were mem- 
bers of the anti-Jewish and Fascist 
iron guard which was outlawed by 
government decree on December 10. 


Round-Up Is Ordered 


The Rumanian cabinet met in 


extraordinary session shortly after 
the assassination and ordered 
a 


round-up of known members of the 
iron guard. 


By midnight word from Bucha- 


rest said 1,300 had been jailed in 
that city alone. 


Duca. prime minister only since 


November 12. arrived in Sinaia on 
Friday afternoon and was welcom- 
ed by Finance Minister 
Bratinau 


and political friends. 


Taken In Carol's Auto 


King Carol's automobile was wait- 


ing for him and he was conveyed 
to the castle, where he was closeted 
for two hours with the -monarch. 
Afterwards, he and Bratianu dined 
with a former mayor of Bucharest 
in the latter's Sinaia villa. 


The train 
for 
Bucharest 
was 


scheduled to depart at 9:45 p. m., 
but Duca was notified there would 
be a delay and did not arrive at 
the station until 10 o'clock. 
By 


this time a large crowd had gath- 
ered to cheer his arrival. 


He was walking across the plat- 


form toward a salon coach when 
the shots were fired. 


Crowd Thrown Into Panic 


The crowd at the station imme- 


diately was thrown into panic and 
did not know what had happenea 
until they saw Duca lying on the 
ground. 


The assassin, attempting to es- 


cape in the confusion, wounded the 
Sinaia chief of police, who chased 
and captured him despite a bullet 
wound in his hand. 


When the crowd realized 
what 


had happened only intervention of 
the police and soldiers prevented a 
lynching.

Another interesting event of June

Gordon At Wrightsville 


O 


N his movement from Yoik to 
Wrightsville, Gordon met with 


some oposition by the union forces 
that had been hastily assembled for 
its defense For a period of about a 
week before his arrival thousands 
of horses belonging to farmers and 
ethers from York and Adams coun- 
ties and some from Franklin county 
were hurried across to the' Lancas- 
ter side to save them from capture 
by 
the 
advancing confederates 


Many of these passed through Get- 
tysburg and Hanover and thence to 
Wnghtsviilte. The turnpike leading 
to the'bridge was heed with large 
wagons, removing property of citi- 
zens across the Susquehanna river, 
and locomotives, tenders, and cars 
of c.1! descriptions lined the railroad, 
awaiting removal to Columbia. 


Adams Cavalry Included 


Major Granville O. Haller, Sev- 


enth U. S Infantry, was sent by 
General Couch from Harrisburg to 
take charge of the union forces. 
These consisted of the Twenty-sev- 
enth Pennsylvania militia, in com- 
mand of Co. J. G. Fnck The York 
battalion, consisting of old soldiers, 
wounded and convalescents from 
the York hospital; these under 
Lieut.

sult, and therefore it was decided by 
Colonel Prick to set it on fire, carry- 
ing the flames toward Wrightsville 
and Columbia. At Wnghtsville the 
flames extended to private houses, 
and the confederates made great 
exertions to extinguish the fires. 
General Gordon in his account of 
the incident says: 


"With great energy my men la- 


bored to save the bridge. I called 
on the citizens of Wrightsville for 
buckets and pails, but none were 
to be found. There was, however, 
no lack of buckets and pails a lit- 
tle later when the town was on 
fire. The bridge might burn, for 
that incommoded at the time, 
only the impatient confederates, 
and these Pennsylvanians were 
not in sympathy with my expedi- 
tion, nor anxious to facilitate the 
unwelcome visitors. But when the 
burning bridge fired the lumber 
yards and fired the town, buckets 
and tubs and pails and pans in- 
numerable came from their hid- 
ing-places^ until it seemed that 
had the whole of Lee's army been 
present, 1 could have armed them 
with these implements to fight 
the flames." • • • 


An Incident of the Fire

MONG other houses saved frqm 
burning by the exertions of 


Gordon's confederates, was that of 
Mrs L L Rewalt 
In his lecture, 


"The Last Days of the Confeder- 
acy." 
he names her the heroine of

"I met Mrs. Rewalt the morning 


after tne fire had been checked She 
had witnessed the furious combat 
with the flames around hei home, 
and was unwilling that these men

She was not wealthy, and 


could not entertain my whole com- 
mand, but she was blessed with an 
abundance of those

nches of brain and heart which are 
the essential glories of exalted wom- 
anhood. 
Acompanied by an at- 


tendant, and at a late hour of the 
night, she sought me, in the con- 
fusion which followed the destruc- 
ti\e fire, to express her gratitude to 
the soldiers of my command and to 
inquire how long we would remain 
m Wrightsville. On learning that 
the village wc^uld be relieved of our 
presence at an early hour the fol- 
lowing morning, she indicated that 
I should bnng with me to breakfast 
at her house as many as could find 
places in her dining room 
She 


would take no excuse, not even the 
nervous condition in which the ex- 
citement of the previous hours had 
left her. At a bountifully supplied 
table in the early morning sat this 
modest, cultured woman, surround- 
ed by soldiers in their worn, gray 
uniforms 
The welcome she gave 


us was gracious, she was self-possess- 
ed, so calm and kind, that I found 
myself in an inquiring state of 
mind as to whether her sympathies 
were with the northern or southern 
side in the pending war. Cautious- 
ly, but .with sufficient clearness to 
indicate to her my object, I ven- 
tured some remarks which she could 
not well ignore and which she in- 
stantly saw were intended to evoke 
some declaration upon the subject. 
She was too brave to evade it, too 
self-poised to be confused by it, and 
too firmly fixed in her convictions 
to hesitate as to the answer. With 
no one present except confederate 
soldiers who were her guests, she 
replied, without a quiver in her 
voice, but with womanly gentleness: 
'General Gordon, I fully compre- 
hend you, ana it is due to myself 
that I candidly tell you that I am a 
union woman I cannot afford to be 
misunderstood, nor have you mis- 
interpret this simple courtesy. You 
and your soldiers last night saved 
my home from burning, ano 1 was 
unwilling

token of my appreciation 
I must 


tell you however, that, with my as- 
sent and approval, my husband is a

Eskimos Win 


First Strike 


Ottawa, 
Canada.—The Eskimos 


have had the first labor strike' in 
their history. And they '"on it. 


Out of the vastness of Canada's 


northland, 300-odd miles within the 
Arctic Circle, comes a story of the 
victory of the diminutive dark- 
skinned wards of the country. It is 
the story of the Eskimo organizing 
labor for the first time and against 
none other than the famed Royal 
Canadian mounted police and the 
historic Hudson's Bay company. By 
the "moccasin" 
tail 
and 
other 


means of Arctic travel it reached 
Ottawa today. 


Badly needed for coastal Arctic 


posts, a congestion of police and 
company supplies was at Aklavik. 
The usual seasonal pay of $20 a ton 
for unloading was offered 
to the 


Eskimos. The "stevedores" sprung 
a surprise and held an impromptu 
meeting. They demanded $25 a ton 
and refused to compromise. 
The 


police and the company capitulated. 


Some thirty Eskimos were in- 


volved. The pay went into a "pool" 
divided equally among them at the 
end of 
the .navigation season. 


Credit accounts for them were es- 
tablished accordingly for supplies at 
stores of the Hudson's Bay com- 
pany. 


The mounted police and the Hud- 


son Bay company view the occur- 
rence with considerable amusement. 
It was their first experience of en- 
countering organized Eskimo labor 
among these 6,000 Canadian wards.
